HAWAIIAN REPUBLIC. 

A Resident Says the People Desire a Strong 
Protectorate. 

St. Paul, Sept. 3. — Among the guoata at 
the Hotel Sherman is Mr. K. 1). Van Xondt, 
who for tho past three years has been a re- 
sident of Honolulu. He states that tho ro- 
public established there July 4 by Dole and 
hisadherentB of tho lato provisional govern- 
ment is strongly supported by all tho whito 
inhabitants of the islauds except u small 
minority of KngliBh. 

" None are moro devoted to Dole," said 
Mr. Van Z»ndt, •' limn tho 4,000 Portu- 
guese Bottlers ; but to tho other white citi- 
Z"Es tho children of Portugal are like 
Patience's great aunt and ' don't count.' 
Being chit fly laborers, they are simply not 
considered to bo 'white people' at all. 
Nevertheless, oven by tho RopublioanB 
thetriBelvcB, tho presont govornmont is c m- 
Bidorcd hardly less provisional than its im- 
mediate prcdeceBBor. It is aocepted as a 
motLir of fuct that, though they may bo 
possibly compelled to wait two years, they 
will by that time, at least, ho taken under 
the protection of tho United Statos, 

' Liko all intelligent people, the Hi- 
waiiana foreseo tho certain triumph of tho 
Republican party here in the noxt oleotinn. 
Then they expeot that ox President Har- 
rison's overtures will ho rantlc good. An- 
nexation th> y think loss desirable than aomo 
form of cloBti protectorate. Tho proclama- 
tion of tho Hawaiian republic has boon ac- 
cepted 08 a sure guarantee of tranquility, 
and tho government bonds have been Bold 
readily at 104. 

" England's hostility is no longer appre- 
hended, bnt until diverted by tho superior 
urgency of hor war with China, Japan ap- 
peared by no meanB friendly to tho young 
republic. Tho lattor hud rofuBed tho fran- 
chise to tho fiftoon thousand Japanese re- 
siding in Hawaii on tho ground that, being 
thero simply as laborers under a tivo-yoar 
contract, they had no permanent intoreBt as 
citizens. At presont, howover, this dangor 
is in aboyanco, and under tho mild rulo of 
tho republic, whloh oven allows Queon 
LH'b adhorentB to moot and talk ub thoy 
ploaso, tho Hawaiian!) aro looking forward 
to a prosperous onjoymont of their Increas- 
ing trade." 



St. Paul, Sept. 3. —Forest flros in north- 
ern Minnesota and Wisconsin aro raging 
moro furiously than at any othor time this 
year. The fires aro widespread. At Duluth 
and Superior tho Bmoko was bo dense that 
pooplo found work difficult, whilo tho heat 
was scarcely indurublo. Railroad men re- 
porto ' inability to seo as far as ono hundrod 
yards, and business is at a standstill. Wild 
roports of fires are current, and it haa been 
extremely difficult to obtain any nows that 
is definite. 

Along tho Groat Northern tho damage ia 
enormous. A special train carrying firo 
fighters was sont out of St. Cloud in response 
to a oall for help from Milnca. At Foley, 
ten miles from St. Cloud, tho fires were 
grout, tho timber in that section burning 
furiously. All the oountry to tho south and 
east of Bridgoman station was on firo and a 
high wind swept tho fire boforo it. Tho 
people aro panic stricken and foar the do- 
Btruotion of everything. Tho St. Cloud tiro 
fighters saved tho bridge over tho Rum river, 
near Bridgetnan. The young child of a Mrs. 
Ellison, wost of Bridgeman, was burnod to 
death. August Jackson was surrounded by 
firo on tho Bloomburg farm, and his death 
seems certain. It is impossible for trains to 
reaoh Milaca, and the pooplo thoro have 
beon driven from their homes and aro anxi- 
ously awaiting succor. Kenneth McLain, a 
fartnor near Bridgeman, lost all ho posseBeed. 

North of Pice City tho firea ore raging 
furiously, awoeping ovorythiug before them. 
Settlers have abandoned their homes and 
token to tho marshes for refugo, and the 
heat nnd s'noko is Buff jcating. The St. 
Paul A Duluth north bound limited is laid 
up thero waiting to got through to Duluth. 
Several crews uro at work repairing cul- 
verts to got the troinB through. The town 
of Marinette, Wis., haa been wiped out. 
Reports from Chippewa Falls ure that the 
town oi Marengo, in Ashland county, has 
been completely destroyed by fire and two 
hundred families have been rendered home- 
less. Hinckley, Minn., is burned to oshea. 
Many pooplo have lost their lives in the fire. 
The balance are hoinelesB and destitute. Tho 
little town of Mission Creek is entirely 
wiped out. 

St Paul, Sept. 3. — Tho laloat reports 
from the forest fires in Minnesota, Michigan 
and Wisconsin are to tho tU'eot that the Iojs 
ot lifa will probably agerecate 1,000 and the 
Iobb of property from §12.000,000 to $15,- 
000,000. About twenty towns in all have 
been burnjd, and nearly 400 persons are 
known to bavo perished. A private dis- 
patch from Pine City sayB tho number of vic- 
tims near that place from forest fires will 
reach 425. 

St Paul, Minn , Sept. 3 — It is feared 
that many well known residents of St. Paul, 
who left St. Paul within tho last ten days 
to hunt prairtechicksnsnearHinokley, Mora, 
Sandstone and other points in the vicinity, 
have poriBhed in theforeBt fires. 

Rick. Lake, Wia., Sep!,. 3 —Terrible for- 
est fires are raging in this vicinity, and the 
town of Hishawm, 15 milea north of here, is 
entirely wiped out. Bridges are partially 
burned and telegraph connection is nearly 
cut til' from the world. Tho noon passenger 
train, leaving here at 10 30, reached BaBh- 
awm und picked up what pooplo they could 
find. Some of them wero nearly overcome 
by the hcot and smoke. A party was sent 
out from hero by special train, and found 
one man half-crazed wondoring oround in 
Boorch of his family. It ie thought they aro 
burned to death, aa no trace cm bo found of 
them. Tho Spencer Lumber Company's 
yards, containing throo million feet of lum- 
ber, ot Spencer, were also burned. Tho 
fires have token a freBh start and aro dan- 
gerously near Chippewa Falls, Wis. Sev- 
eral towus within a radius of one hundred 
miles are in imminent danger of being wiped 
out. 

Houghton, Mich., Sept. 3 — All tho cop- 
per country towns aro surrounded by buah 
fires and the smoke is almoBt Butfooating. 

ARCADIA, Wia., Sept. 3 — A bridge was 
burned two milea above this city. A woBt 
bound freight train ran into tho bridgo and 
oightcon carB were burned, some loaded with 
atock. 

MARQUETTE, Mich , Sept. 3.— Heavy for- 
est firtn uro burning to the BouthweBt of 
Ispheming, around Republican and on to- 
wards Iron Mountain, Many homesteoders 
aro burnod out. 

Cumberland, Wis., Sept, :i — Birrett, 
with . r >00 people, eight miles north of hero, 
ami Granite Lako, a small town four mile" 
north of hero was completely wiped out of 
oxistenco this aftornoon by firo. Tho people 
barely escaped with their lives. Four f .mi 
lies aro still missing, and it ia thought they 
hove perished in tho lUmes. 

Duluth, Minn., Sept, 3 —Tho relief train 
returned this morning from tho run down 
tho St. Paul k Duluth rood, bringing about 
250 deBtituto and bliBtered people from 
points along tho lino. At Sandstone fifty 
bodies wore found. Tho work of searching 
for tho dead oontinueB. 

Duluth, Minn., Sept. 3. — At 7:30 this 
morning tho relief train which loft hero ot 
4:30 p m. yeatordoy returned with about 
250 refugees who tramped across tho country 
from Sandstone. At 10:30 a train consist- 
ing of thrco coachcB, a baggogo car and two 
box cars went out with o largo amount of 
provisions for Bottlera in the vicinity of 
Rutlodgo, At 9:30 tho cheering nows oouio 
from Rutlodgo, which ia aa far as 
the wire works, that rain was 
falling. All tho stotiona botween horo 
unci Kutledge roportB tho firea dying out 
and that no furthor trouble need bo feared, 
providing a strong wind does not spring up. 
Roadmastor Williams telegraphed early 
this forenoon that ho expected to got into 
Hinckley with a train within a short timo. 
It is nnderstood that thero uro alroady re- 
lief partioa in Hinckloy from tho south. If 
tho bridgo in tho villat/o ia not doatroyod, u 
through troin may bo oxpootod hero before 
many hourB. 

Tho Omaha rood roports that it is doing 
nicoly to-day. It Bout traina from either 
end between Minnoopolia and Duluth this 
morning. On tho lino between Spoonor and 
Bayfield tho Omaha road Bufforod most 
Bovoroly. Four brldgoa wore burnod and all 
tho wires aro down. Thero is no ohanco of 
Bonding any trains ovor it for sovoral days. 



People at Grand Rapids, on tho Mississippi 
end of tho Duluth & Winnipeg road, wero 
ready to move out laBt night, but tho fires 
wore ohooked. During last night there was 
a bad fire at Conistock, a Bmall settlement 
seven milea south of Spoonor. 

Mora, Minn., Sopt. 3.— -Broad Pork, Po- 
kegemu atotion, a now town on tho St. Louis 
& Hinckley branch of tho Groat Northern 
waB totally destroyed. The flames burned 
through thousands of feet of lumber, o saw 
mill, hotel, stores, paatitlice. school house 
and section house. Twenty families in the 
immediate vicinity t->ro homeless. The total 
loss of property ia ostimated at §30,000. A 
considerable numbor of people aro dead and 
misaing ; but a Jew moro have been perman- 
ently blinded by tho tiro and Bmoke. 

Mackinac City, Mich., Sept. 3 — Navi- 
gation through tho atruits is bo dangerous 
on aooount of the dense pall of smoko from 
the foreBt fires wh ; uh hangs over tho lake. 
Vessels cannot proceed through St. Mary's 
rivor except at groat risk. The big schooner 
Monitou on arriving at Maokinao island was 
turned back to Chicago. 

Ishteminq, Mich., Se^t. 3.— The gravity 
of tho situation from tho forest firoB con- 
tinues to increase every hour. The long 
continuod drought displays no Bign of abate- 
ment, while every morass adjacent to the 
city iB aglow with flamea. Denso clouds of 
Bmoko envolop tho oountry for many miles, 
obstructing business and offering a constant 
menace to travel. Dust and ashes aro fall- 
ing in showers, The voluntoor firo brigade 
is divided in two convenient equads, which 
are doing effective work. The district lying 
botween the Bradford farm and the Broad 
river to tho north iB a vost underbrush, and 
ia now a lake of fire. Tho same is true of 
tho country adjoining tho Cairo river. Con- 
sternation prevails at Salisbury. 

The force on apeciol duty thero ia offering 
a stubborn resistance. Sagota and Flood- 
wood, on tho Milwaukoe and Northern, are 
boing hourly threatened, also Ewen and 
neighboring towns on the Duluth extension 
of the Duluth, South Shore and Atlantic 
railway. No cne iB reported missing ot 
Ishpeming, but the rapid approach of the 
lire and tho infiimmablo condition of the 
vegetation covering tho immediato surround- 
ings, together with the vitiated atmosphere 
and a very high temperature, causo profound 
solicitude. 

M aii' v iuette, Mich., Sept. 3.— Railrood 
officiula say tho present uro tho worst foreBt 
fires that ever occurred along the lines. Tho 
Duluth, South Shore and Atlantic passenger 
trains, for whioh thore wub so much anxiety 
yestordjy, arrived this morning. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 3.— Dispatches received 
here place the number of dead as tho result 
of forest firoB in Minnesota at 500. 

Shell Lakk, Wib., Sept. 3. — Last night 
when the firo pervaded tho town the citizens 
fled from tho plaoe like rata from a sinking 
ship, taking only a ohange of clothes and 
aomo valuables. Consternation reigned and 
it was not until after the female portion of 
the population and the timid ones of the 
other sex were shipped out of here to 
Spooner on a special train that active mea- 
sures W6re taken to check the progress of 
tho fireB. By great efforts the town was 
saved from being entirely demolished. 
About 60 dwellings, howevor, wero de- 
stroyed and 300 persons made homeless. 
Baronette, south of horo, is entirely 
oloared out. 

Hinckley, Minn., Sept. 3. — A United 
Prosa reporter boarded tho first train out of 
Pine City for Hinckley at 7 o'clock this 
morning. It was a work train, and carried 
many members cf tho differont committees 
appointed at Pine City last evoning. Ab 
the train neared Mission Creok the first 
evidences of tho great fire become 
apporont. The whole country was singed, 
tho telegraph wires were down, and the 
scene was one of desolation. At Mission 
Creek a Bmall shonly waa the only house 
left atanding. Tho depot buildinga and the 
null were smouldering ruins. Tho round- 
house and coal sheds of the Kistorn Minne- 
sota rood only remained. At Hinckley the 
public schools were alone standing in the 
centre of the village. Tho rain was pouring 
down in Bheeta. At tho comotory a half 
dczon men wore digging a tronoh. A heap 
of bodies luy on a knoll in the 
middlo of the cemetery. Thero were 
1)0 noked bodies of men, women and 
childron ; Bcorcheo, blackened, distorted ; 
their bowels and braina protruding ; their 
honda clutched in their finol ogonies, their 
hair singed from their heads. In another 
corner of tho cemetery wero 45 moro bodies 
covered with quiltB. Hons Paulson, who 
had accompanied tho reporter dived 
among the horrid pile of bodies, five 
feet high, and finally pulled ouc the 
remains of a little female ohild with only 
slight Bhreda of whito olothing remaining on 
her body. lie scanned tho fuco, exomined 
tho olothing and then broke out in 
lomontationa. Among tho ruins of 
Hinckley a beautiful girl waa mak- 
ing a vain scorch for hor trunk, 
Hor oxporionco was a dramatio ono. " My 
name iB Millio McNeill," Bho said, "and! 
lived with my mother und sister in Hinokloy 
for tho post sixteon yourB. I noticod the 
firo coming at, 3:30 Saturday aftornoon, and 
rushed nut of the houso and started up tho 
railway track, on both aidea and in front of 
mo waa a wall of firo and smoke. How 
I over got through I don't know, for pooplo 
wero falling on every aide of mo, Twice 
my dreaa caught firo. A mile north of 
Hinckloy 1 saw an engine. Tho engineer 
holped me on. A nows agent carried mo 
buck to tho baggage car. All the cars got 
on firo. I saw mon orazy with fear jump 
right through tho windows into the lUmos. 
The train backed to Skunk Creek whoro I 
remained in tho awainp all night. 1 put my 
foeo in tho mud to cool it and aomo ono 
plastered mud all ovor my hoir. Of coureo,

More Troops to be Sent to Formosa - 
Harbor Guarded by 
Torpedoes. 



Shanghai, Sept. 3, — A dispotoh to tho 
Timea suys Japanese Marquis Saigon Jo 
o Uled ot Chemulpo and congrotuloted the 
King of Korea on attaining hia independ- 
ence. The Japanese hold tho provinces of 
Seoul, Hwang Ho and tho country around 
tho treaty ports. Tho romaindor of tha 
country is said to bo hold by the Koreans. 
It is roported that tho Koreans have began 
a guerilla warfare againBt tho Japanese 
with tho hope of driving them out of the 
country. 

A dispatch from Cheefoo Bays the British 
gunboat Redpole has returned, and reports 
that thoro is no truth in the announcement) 
that the Japanese have made another attack 
upon Port Arthur. Foreigners aro uneasy 
on account of outrages against tho mission- 
aries, inspito of the Imperial decree order- 
ing the natives to respect missionaries and 
foreigners. 

London, Sept. 3 —A Tientsin dispatch 
soya : An Imperial decree haa been issued 
rewarding General Yeb and tho other Chin- 
ese officers for their victory over tho Japan- 
cso troops at Ping Yang. A Shanghai dis- 
patch Btates that five war steamers will oon- 
vey tho troops to be sent to Formosa. Tho 
work of extending the Chineao fort works 
on tho coaet is being pushed with all haBte. 
Skirmiahes between tho Chinese and Japan- 
ese troops aro occurring ot several points in 
Korea. In every caso victory ia cloimed by 
ouch side. 

London, Sep. 3 — The Times will print 
tho following despatch from its Cheo Foo 
correspondent : The second Japanese fleet 
bus assembled in tho harbor of DautilaB, 
Southern Korea. The entrance of the har- 
bor is guardod with torpedoes. Tho Chin- 
eao aro cruising from port to port in the 
gulf of Pe Chi Li. The hostile armies at 
Pong Yong are quiet.

The bordering province of On- 
tario is similarly parohnd. 

Toronto, Sept. 3 — Destructive fires ore 
burning tho western peninsula of Ontario, 
where drouth has parohod the entire oonn- 
try. The village of HoobuI, Huron county, 
is surrounded by tire, and tho whole popu- 
tion is defending it. 



DOINGS IN SWEDEN. 

A Big Ironclad to Be Added to the Navy- 
The Great Industrial Exposition. 

Sweden will soon add a fourth big ironclad 
to her navy. She will then havo four big 
warships of modern type and a great num- 
ber of torpedo boats and monitors, and her 
navy may be considered a very formidable 
foe to encounter in tho Bjltic. Notwith- 
standing this, King Odcar will aak the next 
riksdag to grant new appropriations for the 
building of a fifth ironclad, probably of 
larger dimensions than those already co 
pleted. 

Preparations are already being made hero 
for an industrial exposition of giant propor- 
tions, which will bo held in Stockholm iu 
1897. Enginoor Arthur L( liler, who made a 
good record as Swodou's royal commissioner 
at tho World's Fair in Chicugo, has boen up- 
pointed ono of tho directors of the coming 
exposition. 

Mrs. Aurora Killer, who represented 
Danmark at tho woman'd congress in 
Chicago, will visit Sweden and Norway thiB 
fall, Bnd dolivor lectures in tho prominent 
cities. A new book by Mrs. Killer, the title 
of which will bo " On Duty," will be pub- 
lished simultaneously in Copenhagen, Ber- 
lin, Loudon and Now York. 

Sarah Bernhardt is expectod to make a 
tour through Scandinavia tho latter part of 
September and October. 

Among tho prominent Americans who are 
at present visiting tho Swodish capital may 
be mentionod Bishop John P. Nowman, of 
Omaha, who is attending tho international 
Methodist conforonoo, now being hold here, 
and who has beon oleotod president of tho 
convention.

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

Schooner Arletas Returns From Her Sealing 
Cruise— Empress of China SallB 
for Victoria. 

Tho Boaler Ariotas, commanded by Capt, 
Douglas, arrived home on Sunday morning 
with a catch of 1.300 odd skins. She is 
direct from tho Behrirg Sea, which shi 
entered from tho Japan aide. After remain 
ing on the Aaiatic side aa long us there wore 
seala to be found, the schooner Btarted for 
Atu, where her sealing tackle waa all sealed 
in preparation for the lijhring sea oruiae 
On going into that port Bho spoke the Mas 
cot just bound out with a catc'i of 550, the 
result of her operations on tho west coast 
early in tho vear. The Ariotas entered tho 
sea on July 29, and from then until tho time 
she left bad and foggy weather was encount- 
ered. Nearly one hundred seals were 
Bpeared by her hunters during the fiftoen 
days she was there, but many more o mid 
have been secured had not sealing been pro 
hibited during July. Among the schooners 
recently reported by tho Ariotas are the 
Edith and Ethel, of Seattle, with a catch of 
105, on August 7, and tho Favorite, with 
700, on the Shh, while the Triumph, with 
170, and Sapphire, with 125, were indirectly 
heard from. The Henrietta waB spoken by 
the Arietas just after she had lott Ouna 
laska, and at that time, of course, she had 
no skins. On the way home tho ArietaB 
sighted but one sail and that waa a bark off 
Queen Charlotte island, supposed to bo in 
ballast and bound to tho eastward. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The men employod by the CP N. Co. on 
tho lost steamer William Irving, which 
sank in tho Eraser river some time ago, re- 
turned to Victoria on Sunday. They have 
be n taking her maohinery apart and get 
ting it in shape for removal. Though tho 
hull will never bo worth floating, it ia be 
lieved that almost all tho machinery can be 
recovered and utilized. 

The bark Detroit-, was yestorday morning 
hauled up on the E»quimalt marine railroad 
in place of the barkentine Wrestler, which 
was launched on Saturday night. As there 
is considerable work to be done on the Do- 
troit 8he will bo on the ways several days. 

Bark Northern Hay, which arrived in 
EsquimaU with a cargo of coal from Cardiff 
for the navy, on the 28th of May last, has 
been chartered by R. P Rithet it Co., Ltd,, 
to load lalmon at Victoria. 

Tho C. P. R. EmpreBS of China, which 
was aihoro near Shanghai a few weeka ago, 
loft Yokohama for Victoria on Sunday. No 
information of her cargo or pussengor Hat 
has yet been received.

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TRADES UNIONISE. 

Congress In London— Summary of the Open- 
lug Speech of the President 

London, Sept. It.— At to dnj's aaBsion of 
th» Trades Union CorfjrtPH, President 
Dalvos delivered an address, in substance na 
follows: Ho advooited tho totul abolition 
of tho Houbo of LirdB, on the ground that 
tho House of Commons directly represents 
the people and no second ohonibsr is nocos- 
siry. He contended that the hours of 
women and childron employed in factorioB 
B»'ist be curtailed, whatever mis;ht 
happen to tho question of eight hours 
a day for men. He derided tho notion that 
English workingmen had anything to fear 
from foreign immigration. The awoateiB 
and capitalists constituted the genuine dan- 
ger. Ic wuo not the Influence of aliens. Tho 
natural oonscquenoe of ro8(riotin<; ttio flow 
of foreign workingmen would he the restric- 
tion of foroign mi.de g « dj, which would in - 
ply proteolion. What woihingrnen would 
dure go tuck on free trade, the ultimate 
triumph of which implied prosperity not 
only to English workingmen Out to wotkint.- 
man abroad? Mr. Delves' speooh ended wii h 
an appeal for a better organization of trades 
unionB, with a viow to itcuriug ideals upon 
which to base unionism. Mr, John Burns, 
M. P., in au interview at tho close of the 
session, enid that the oorgreps would show 
that tho old unionism no longor rxhts. but 
that (jooiabsm is, triu-nuhnnt. The rnp'ti -:x- 
tension of machinery and the urganoy of the 
problem involving tho unemployed workers 
should induce the most hidebound individ- 
ualism to adopt any mothod to dolivor tho 
workingman from tho Bhack'.es that bound 
him, both capital and machinery. Instead 
of making slaves of tho wotkingman, they 
must becorno his servants, and members of 
tho ongrees of all shades of opinion now de- 
sire to co oporato to this end. 

3 -(Special) -Labor Piy 
was generally observed hero, Thero was a 
great trades procession in tho morning.

TO ATTACH A BISHOP. 

A Nebraska Judge a Strong Member of the 
A. P. A. and a High Church 
Dignitary. 

Omaha, Sept. —Judge C. R. Scott, of 
the district court, has iBsued an attachment 
tor the person of the Kight Rev. Richard 
Scannell, bishop of the Roman Catholic dio- 
■cesa of Omaha, for contempt of court, The 
action grows out of the removal of the priout 
of St. Paul's churoh by tho bishop. Judge 
Scott had granted an injunc'.ion preventing 
the bishop from interfering with tho conduct 
of tho ohuroh, ponding a hoarirg in court. 
Judge Scott ia a strong member of the A. P. 
A. and recently gained notoriety f jr causing 
tho arrest of Eiitor Rosewater, of the Beo, 
on a charge ot contempt of court. 

At .'? o'clock HiBhop Scannell appeared in 
court. Ho was not formally under arrest, 
having been meroly notified by a constable 
to be present. Tho contempt proceedings 
were continued. Judge Scott then ordered 
the bailiff to secure the keys to the church 
and open thatedifico, in order that services 
may be held to morrow. Tho biehop again 
r< fused to surrender the keys to the efficor 
and tho officer wse told to open the churoh 
if the doors had to bo broken down. The 
bishop then asked tho chief of police to send 
an officer to prevent the forcible entry. 
Thereupon the judge declared he would have 
the chief arrested if he did. The church 
will be opened to-morrow. Bloodshed is 
•feared. 



TARIFF REFORM. 

Mr. "Wilson's Opinion as to the Outlook— 
Tariff Kates Will Remain Stable. 

Before leaving AVashington for home 
Chairman Wilson said : " The outlook for 
genuino tariff reform 'u very bright. We 
have taken tho first step, and that is always 
the hardest, and having done that much, 
and done it perfectly, it will ba easy to pro- 
ceed to a full realization of tariff reform." 

Mr. Wilson was asked if ho considered 
that the principle of tariff reform charac- 
terized the present Act, even though the 
rates were not all that was wan'ed. 

" Yes," Baid he, " tho principle is thero, 
and after all tho groat struggle has beon to 
secure recognition of the principle rather 
than the perfection of detail. Tte detail 
must como by tho irreBtBtihle force of cir- 
cumstances, now that tho principle ia ob- 
tained." 

" What is thero in tho assertion that a re- 
sumption of tariff agitation next winter will 
bring a recurrence of business unrest ! " 

" That is wholly unwarranted," a>id Mr. 
Wilson. " There noed bo no general bill 
reaching all industries, bo that the legiBla- 
eion will not be such as to affect commercial 
affiirs generally. The tariff rates will re- 
main siahli. on tho very great n.ujnrity of 
articles, and it will bo upon comparatively 
few that tho perfection of details will bo 
necessary in order that the tariff reform 
placed on thn statute books shall bo a con- 
sistent whole." 

Mr. Wilson spoke in warm approval of 
President Clovoland'd letter to Mr. Catch- 
ings, saying it was strong in expressions and 
in tho Bontiments set forth.

were n it, because It was not good policy to 
reduce tho salaries of high officials, aB men 
of i heir calibre were not easily replaced. 

Ir, is not difficult to aeo that Mr Pull- 
man's ohief concern was for tho stockhold- 
er and their dividends, and not for the 
wot krr.cn at the celebrated town of Pullman.

It scema to bo established that 
the rents wero rather above than below the 
average, and it is certain that the library, 
on which so much stress hrm been laid cost 

per year for adults and !?1 per year for 
each child. This ia certainly not tho gener- 
osiiy which Mr. Pullman's admirers have 
olaimod for him. 

With tho merits i f tho striko at Pullman 
wo do not concern ourselves at tho present 
time, but tho testimony of Goorgo M. Pull- 
man himself beforo tho Labor Commission 
shows that he has appeultd for publio nym- 
pathy and respect on insufficient grounds, 
Tho two facts of a payment of §2,800,000 
in dividends in a singlo ypar, on tho ono 
hand, and a reduction cf 50 per cent, or 
over in the wages of operatives, on tho othor, 
cannot ho explained by tho subdivision of 
tho Pullman interests into separate com- 
panies or corporations, and such, wo appre- 
hend, will bo tho finding of tho L^bor Com- 
mission. 



BANGKOK EXCITED. 

Reported Death of tho King of Slnm-The 
Dynasty Believed to Be In Dunirer. 

LonDoK, Sept. 3.— Tho Pall Mall Gozetto 
has published a long letter from Bangkok, 
Siam, Baying that the city is lu a fever of ex- 
citement on account of tho reported an- 
nouncements that tho king ia dead. Many 
people believe that the news was sent out in 
order to tobt public opinion and that the 
roal facts have boon withheld for state rea- 
Bona, Members cf the diplomatic corps, it 
is added, sharo the general ignorance on tho 
subject. The British minister has r< quested 
that another gunboat be sent from Hong- 
kong in viow of the alarming rumora. In 
high Siamese circles it is ascertained that 
the king is Buffering from fever, tho real 
oauBO of his ailment being indulgence in 
chloral. Thero is email hope of his rocov- 
ory. Tho royal paluce is crowded with 
notabilitiee, and, for some reason unexplain- 
ed, tho crown prince is not allowed to soe 
tho king. Tho palaco ladies, tho letter says, 
aro turning their wealth into diamonds. Tho 
king having elevated his relatives to 
important postH in tho kingdom, tho dura- 
tion of tho dynasty ia regarded as improb- 
able.

Philadelphia, Sept. 3. — When the 
Amorioan liner Southwark arrived yester- 
day she brought gladnefs to tho heart of 
Electrician Henry V. Dimitrowitz and Miss 
Kllen Lacey McCabe, who wore at luBt uni- 
ted. They will be married at tho church of 
Joeu early next week. MiBS McCabe, in 
her long voyage from Hlizabethtown, South 
Africa, to Plymouth, Eogland, was well 
only three days in the three weoka con- 
sumed by the journey. Com oiiuently, in- 
stead of coming right thrcu^h to Philadel- 
phia, she reoupi rated for a week at tbe 
home of her relatives in Derby.

Oaxaca, Mexico, Sept. 3.— The officials 
of the state government hero have receivod 
further information in regard to tho conflict 
between tho people of San Miguel Achuitula 
and Toposcola.

AN EGO SO MIC PROBLEM. 

The Montreal Gazatte opens a very in- 
teresting question. The Liberals have con- 
tended that eTery dollar taken off the 
duties on Canadian products by the United 
States CongroBB will be a dollar added to 
the prices of thoao products in tho Canadian 
market. If, for instance, the duty on Ca- 
nadian horses say $.10, is taken off the price 
of Canadian horses, will immediately ad- 
vance thirty dollars. The Gazette quotes 
Mr. John Charlton as saying, us late as last 
year : " It was estimated that the dutios 
paid into tho United States Treasury upon 
Canadian products amouoted to §5,000,000. 
The removal of Lho duty would not losBen 
in any material degree the prices 
paid in that country for our productions, 
and if the Imposts were removjd tho amount 
of the existing duty would simply be added 
to the prices paid to our own people." We 
are very much afraid that this would not be 
the caBO, but Mr. Charlton's constituents, 
and Canadians everywhere, will Boon have 
the opportunity of testing the aoundneaa of 
Mr. Charlton's theory. The duties on many 
articles produced in Canada are decreased by 
the new tariff. It will be seen if this do- 
creiBe will bo followed by an increase in the 
Canadian market of the prices of the com- 
modities affjctod. Here ia a list of them :

If Mr. Charlton's doctrine ia sound, Cana- 
dian farmers will be groat gainora by tho 
new American taritr. Not only will they 
havo in their pockota tho difforonco botweeu 
the duties paid last year and thoso to bo 
paidunderthoprosont tarilf, but the roduction 
of duty will stimulate trado botweon tho 
two countries uud considerably moro will bo 
Bold to our American neighbors. But leav- 
ing out the latter uonsidoration, tho Guzotto 
Bhows what according to the Liberal theory, 
tho ttains of the Canadian farmers will 
be. It a;»ys : 

In 189.'S, we exported to tho United StatoB 
10,606 horses valued at $1,123,340, upon 
which tliB duty under thu MoKtnley tarilf 
was 5318,180. Under tho now tariff the 
duty would huvo been S^t.CtiS. or $94,000 
loas. 

We exported ;i;i7,71S sheep, valued at 
S1,0SS,S14 ; duty under old tariff, $500,577 ; 
under now tariff, $217,760, or $288,000 less. 

We exported 2,064,942 dozen ogge, on 
which tho duty WBS $133,247 . whereas under 
the new tariff ic will bo $79,948, or $53,300 
less. 

We exported 1, 107,1500 pounds of wool, on 
which a duty of $140,083 wub collected. 
Under tho now tariff wool is free. 

We exported 1,431,398 bushels of barley 
valued nt $038,271, on which tho duty 
amounted to $429,419. Under tho now 
tariff tho duty would bo $191,481, or $238,- 
00O less. 

Wo exported !)t LiSli tons of hay, on which 
the duty was $1377,128, while under the new 
taritr it would he only $188,504, or just one- 
half.

INSOLENT AND UNSCRUPULOUS. 

When a man or a newspaper undertakes 
to onlighten tho public on subjects about 
which it cannot possibly know anything, ho 
or it may bo oxpoeted to make tho most 
absurd blunders and to represent matterB to 
bo as nearly aa possible the roverao of what 
they really aro. It ia hardly to bo expec'.- 
ed that any man of senso or any newspaper 
wishing to be conaiderod reliasJe would 
resort to a trick oo conspicuously Bensoleaa 
ks this and so transparently dishonest. Yet 
the Vancouvor News-Advertiser, for no other 
purpose than to traduce tho newapapors 
which support tho Government, tries to 
lead its readers to believe that It is 
perfectly cognizant of what is going on in 
the offices of thoBO papers. It affects to 
know who writes somo of tho articles thoy 
contain, and what members of the Govern- 
ment think and say about others. In short, 
that modest journal would havo its readers 
believe that no Government ueWBpaper 
secrets are hidden from its editor. 

Arrogating to itself the attribute of om- 
niflcience, it isno wonder that tho Advertiser 
assumes towards its contemporaries an ipso 
lent tone and sets them down as " foolB ' 
and " hacks"' Insolonce, when he thinks 
it can be exercised with impunity, is one of 
the characteristics of a charlatan. To those 
upon whom ho expects to impose, he ia civil 
even to servility, but when hebelioveaittobj 
good policy to brazen it out, there are no 
bounds to his assurance and his effrontery. 

If thoae whom tho News-Advertiser vilifies 
were such " fools " as to be unable to hold 
a good position when placed in it by tho 
good nature of confiding frionds, they might 
deserve tho condemnation of its editor, 
If they had not " b/ains " enough 
to make a good use of the means generously 
placed at their disposal, there might be lomo 
justice in epeaking of their "crass stupid 
ity." If they had blundorod in busiaeas and 
in politics so atrociously us to expose them- 
selves to merited condemnation and eovero 
punishment, they might justly bo reproached 
with being unfit for the positions thoy fill. 
If they had acted in such a way us to make 
it disgraceful for men of character 
to countonance and Bupport them, thero 
would be some justice in twitting them with 
being embarrassing to their friends und 
their party. If they were so inconceivably 
Btupid as to be unable, after placing them- 
selves in a position worso than compro- 
mising, to koep civil tongues in their heads, 
it might bo excusable in their opponents to 
treat them with studied insult. But the 
journalistic supporters of tho Government 
havo done none of these things. Can as 
much be said of their traducer, the editor 
of the Advortiaer 7 Is he in a position to 
speak of bis contemporaries aa wanting in 
eithor good sense or honesty ? Has his 
career in this province and elsewhere shown 
that he bus a right to aasumo airs of superi- 
ority over the editors of the Government 
nowspapers, or, in fact, honest men of any 
occupation ? The News Advortiaer tres- 
passes on our forbearance altogether too far 
when, in order to discredit its opponents, it 
states what is abjurdly false, and when it 
clothos its untruths and misrepreaentationa 
in language which ia Btudiously insolent, 



aorvant. Tho Republloan platform is ailent 
upon this question. Liko tho corporation 
spiolers, it oalla upon the voters to eleot its 
nominoes for state ofliccs on the ground of 
what they think Congress ought to do with 
the tariff. 

The candidates ohoeen by tho differont 
parties roprosont this issuo. J. H, Budd is 
tho candidate for governor of tho 
party which is in revolt ugainBt tho 
Southern Pacific; Maurice M. Eateo 
is tho oandldate of tho (.thcr party, 
"He," tho Examiner eoys, " cannot stand 
before tho people for anything but subjec- 
tion to the Southern Pcc'fio. Nominated 
by a railroad oon vent ion by tho permission 
of tho railroad manipulators, on a platform 
odited by railroad lawyers, he ia before tho 
p-mplo ua a railroad candidate." It ia not 
likely that Mr. Eateo will allow himself to 
bB placed boforo tho people of the State as 
the more croaturo of the Southern Pacific 
As a matter of fact, he haa deolarod that ho 
occupieB a very different poaition. He is 
tho Republican candidate and wunta tho 
Stato election to be run on the ioBuos that 
are between the two groat parties. Ho is an 
out-and-out protectionist. A speech which 
ho mado a fow days ago was almost from 
first to laBt on Fodernl poStics. Ho, how 
ovor, did not shirk tho ntflrottd issue. After 
showing how inconsistently »ho Democrats 
had acted on tho railroad u_uo<rtion ho said, 
" There ia but ono remedy for the railroud 
ovilB. Tho Government should own tho two 
roada from San FrauclBco to tho Mieaourl 
river, it put up money to build them and 
should own what it paid for. It should bo 
a competitor, a monitor und a defouso to tho 
whole country. " 

Opposition to tho Southern I'aoiffo ap- 
pears to bo popular in California. Com- 
plaints against Its rule are bitter and gener- 
al. There, however, appears to bo a con- 
vlotion that it is all-powerful, that it owns 
the state, and that it will iisd means to di- 
root its affairs in its own interests no matter 
who is elected. 



THE CAMPAIGN IN CALIFORNIA. 

The fill oampsigo iu tho Stato of Califor- 
nia haB commenced. Thero does Dot at the 
present moment appoar to bo any politics, 
properly ao called, in California. An at- 
tempt is to be mudo to rid tho Stato of tho 
rule of tho Southern Pacific. That road, it 
appears, has for somo time been master in 
California. Whatever it wanted was done, 
and whatever it opposed waa put down. 
Tho tyranny of tho road und tho moana that 
it haB used to uphold its rule havo been 
found by many to bo intolerable, and an ef- 
fort ia to bo mudo to throw off its yoko. 
This is what the Eraminer says of tho issuo 
of tho campaign : 

Tho State Government is now oomoletely 
in tho poasceaion of tho Southern Pucltic. 
From Governor down tho officers of tlio 
State are agents of the company, and take 
their orders from Fourth and Townaend 
streets, Tho railroad dotormiuea what 
ratea it will ehurgo tho people for Bervicea, 
and its Railroad Commissioners make tho 
ratet, logal and rofuso to hoar tho complaints 
of shippers. Tho railroad dotormincs what 
taxes ic will p iy, and its Stato Board of 
Equalization makes tho assessment accord- 
ing to its ordorn. It reriuiros a logal opin- 
ion from tho Attorney-General to allow it 
to oscapo from paying half of tho 1SH7 
taxos, and tho Attornoy-Genoral reverses 
his written decision and takes the ground 
whioh tho Southern Pacific demands. Court 
olliciala mutilato records for lho advontago 
of the Southern Paoifio in litigation, and 
oven the legislative journals aro changed to 
support its contentions. 

Tho people havo iong lived undor tho iron 
rulo of this cirporation. The Btato election 
this fall is to deoido whother they will broak 
it or not. 

Tho Damocratio convention in its plat- 
form forcod tho issue boldly, declared that 
tho peoplo should rulo tho ruilroads, and 
pledged its candidates to bring tho aorpora- 
tionu from tho position of master tu that of

THB observation of Labor Day was rather 
more official than public generally. A num- 
ber of business houses closed their doors, but 
the majority appeared to continue business 
much aa usual.

Fortunately there were no acci- 
dents to any of tho adventurous explororu 
during the trip, 

1V.KT fifteen ol the Masterpieces opona 
with a very fine reproduction of " Honor 
Avenged." Heinrioh von Angoli ia one of 
the moat famous painters of historic d scenes 
und of portraits. The original of this 
urtistic reproduction wus painted by tho 
artist in 1809. It is not ouly highly dram- 
atic in ilo conception, but also very power- 
fully executed. Tho facos of the different 
combatants uro moat impressive, showing 
surprise, determination und anger at the 
same timo. It is a very vivid illustration < f 
the manner in which family scandals were 
settled at a timo when the newspaper preBB 
was an unknown institution and whou the 
noblea sottled their grievances in their own 
deadly fashion, without oven formally mo- 
losting tho courts. Angeli woa born July 8, 
1840, in Oodenhurg, a oily of Huugiry. He 
began his urtiatic Btudics at tho age of four- 
teen, at tho Academy at Vienna, under the 
guidance of Gustav Mueller. Few years 
lutor ho went to Dusueldorf. " Honor 
Avenged" was the first pajnticg (1809) 
which inado his nimu famous tho world 
over. Moat of hia time was given to por- 
trait painting, in which lino ho has no 
superior. Ho painted portraits of Francis 
Joaoph I, Emperor of Austria, and of tho 
much lamented AiiRtriuu Crown Prince; of 
the Emperor und Empress Fredrloh of Ger- 
many ; of Queen Victoria, and of many 



other royal persons. Sinoo 1877 v. Acgo'i 
oooupios tho profoaBorship for historical 
painting at tho Vieneso Academy of the 
Fino ArtB. _____

Police Precautions to Prevent William 
BuiiiRT Harmed by Auaretiists 
at Berlin 

German War Docs to Be Used in (he 
Coniiusr Big: Autumn 

Mauu'UvreB. i 



Berlin, Sept. It Kmperor William 
has not succeeded iu completely reconciling 
Chancellor Caprivi and Dr. Miquel, ho has 
at ioaBt been able to effi ct a truco between 
tbetn. This result is apparent in » published 
interview in which the chancollor is quoted 
as saying that Dr. Miquel must stay in 
office, ao the task i» only ha'f done. 

Emperor William's aotivity ontinuoa. On 
Tuesday ho reviowed his Brandonburgers 
on the Tcmplohof rcviow ground. He is in 
constant communication with his advisors on 
all (subjects, and is diligently discussing ftao 
plans to oheok the spread of cholera. Yet 
he finds time daily to mako long excursions. 
Since his return to Berlin large numbers of 
"uniformed police aro always present at tho 
railroad station when he arrives there or de- 
parts from tho city. During tho parade on 
Tuesday last Hia Majesty wub surrounded 
'by a crowd of gendarmes, mounted and on 
foot. These precautions are connected with 
tho recent arrest of Anarchists in thiB ci r y 

The magnificent sarcophagi of Emperor 
William I and Empress Augusta have boen 
completed and placed in th« mausoleum at 
Chariottenburg. Kmperor William ha8 ex- 
pressed himself as satisfied with them, und 
to-day they were solemnly dodicited. 

The Emperor of Austria is to arrivo at 
Landskron, Bohemia, eurly to morrow, to 
attend the great mar<euvres whiuh begin on 
Monday. Archduke Albrecht will have 
chief command of both armies. Emperor 
Franois Joseph is to give a grand dinner on 
Wednesday, to which all tho foreign at- 
taohes who will bo present nt the mar.ii'uvrea 
Bre invited. 

Owing to the prevalence of cholera in 
certain districts, the naval review fixed to 
take place at DantKio in the middle of the 
present month will be at Swinemunde, and 
for the Koonigsburg festivities the gathering 
of crowds has been officially prohibited. 

Tho annual conclave o f the German Catho 
lies at Cologne haa been, largely attended, 
but little was done besides making speeches 
There was neither unanimity of opinion on 
the Rchool question, religious instruction, 
nor the recall of tho Jesuits to Germany. 

It ia expected that Ribert E Koeebes, 
the Germau horse owner, well known in Am 
erica, who waB arrested in May last chirged 
with " ringing" trotting horses, will be re 
leased in a few days. Sworn statements 
have been received from tho United States 
showing that the mare Bethel, which he waB 
supposid to have entered in races here after 
declarirg she had never won a race, was in 
the United States during the period of her 
supposed running in Germany under tho 
fictitious name of Nellie. 

An interesting military horse race, or lest 
of endurance, is shortly to take place. The 
Emporor has ordered two ofiiceis of the 
dragoon guards to ride from Beilin to Col- 
ogne, 312 miles, within f <ur days. Each 
officer is restricted to make use i f one horse, 
and the contestants will also be accompanied 
by bicjcliata. During tho coming army 
manct-uvres the bicycle and the use of trained 
dogs will bo tested on a large scale. Heica- 
forth tho bicycle is.to lorm part of the equip 
mont of each infantry corps, and each bat- 
talion will have a detachment of trained 
riders, as well as experts to train them. The 
dog is becoming more generally used in war- 
like operations, especially for an advanced 
guard and field dispatches, although it haa 
been demonstrated that collies are tho only 
doga which have been found really available 
for this work, and their number ia limited 
and the selection ia confined to first class 
animals. 

The if the new tariff bill hta been 

instantaneously teit in Berlin, Frankfort 
and other export centres. The very day the 
law went into effeot the invoices passing 
through the consulate general increased fifty 
per cent , and on the following two days the 
number was doubled. The industries most 
affected are decorative ohina, paperwaroand 
chemicals. The whole German export trade 
to the United States will bo increased, ow- 
ing to the passage of the United States tariff 
law, from 100 to 150 per cent, for some 
months, if present indications e*n be relied 
upon. 

The Vossische Z a itung printed a \erb itim 
translation of tho United States tariff bill 
oa Wednesday last in an extra edition, a 
pieco of journalistic enterprise whioh is 
much commented upon hero as being quite 
a departure from the usual methods adopt 
ed in Buch oases. Tho bill naturally has at- 
traced widespread attention, and the Uni- 
ted States consulates through tho manufac- 
turing districts of Germany are (boded with 
inquiries as to the proper interpretation ol 
the now duties and tar.M't which como under 
them. This is especially the c»se with the 
bigger manuf »cturing linns, as the latter 
are taking steps to increaao their export 
busineaa to tho utmost under the new law. 

The United States ambassador, Hon. 
Theodore Runyon, haa been busy Binco his 
return, but the statement thut ha has boon 
engaged in negotiations with Marshal Bie- 
berstoin, minister of foreign aiTtirH, in ro- 
gard to the Amorican tariff is unfounded. 
Tho report circulated in this city evidontly 
caused great unnoyauco to the Gorman of- 
ficials, for the National Gazette to day for- 
mally denies that tho minister of foreign af- 
fairs visited Mr. Kunyon in connection with 
tho tariff, adding : "Such a visit does not 
correspond with diplomatic usugo. No in- 
terview has taken place in regard to the 
eugar duties." 




LIEUTENANT HENN. 

Sudden Death of the Owner or tho Yacht 
" Galatea." 

London, Sept. Lieut. Henn, R.N., 
ownor of tho cutter Galatoa, which sailed 
ugainst tho Moj flower for tho Amorioon's 
Cup in 1S8G, died suddenly on Saturday at 
his rosidenco in Kildysart, Ireland. Honn 
wus takon ill whilo aboard tho Galatea at 
Dirtmouth. Hia condition was not regard- 
ed us eorious. He grew worse gradually 
during tho voyugo back to tho IriBh coaBt, 
Mibody puppoaing that ho was in dunger, 
Shortly i f or landing ho died.

IRRIGATION CONGRESS. 

A Most InteMslIng and Important Canutes s 
Opened at Denver. 

Denvek, Col., Sept. 3 —Tho third 
national irrigation congreBa, which opened 
hero to-day, will bo one of tho most inter- 
esting and important gatherings of its kind 
ever held in this country. Tno first irriga- 
tion congrosa waa called by Governor 
Thomas, and assembled in Salt Like City, 
Utah, in Soptembcr, 1891, many prominent 
men being among the delegates. The Bole 
purpose of thia convention was to consider 
the cession of landa to tho States, and after 
a debate covering several days the congreBB 
decided in favor of the cession by un unani- 
mous voto. A bill based upon the platform 
th u n adopted was introduced by Senator 
Warren, of Wyoming, but whilo it received 
strong Bupport fron- the East it mot with 
unexpected opposition from the reprfsenta- 
tivis from tho West, and was const quently 
doomed to failure. Of still greater import- 
ance was the second congress, held last Oc- 
tober In Lob Angoles. As the outcome of 
this gathering there waa created a large 
number of atate irrigation commiasions for 
the purpose of creating public sentiment and 
securing a thorough oanvas of public 
opinion ThiB congress also adopted un ad- 
dress to the people of the United States,, 
which contained the following olauae : 

" Tho result of the investigations of these 
several commissions ahall be aubmitted to 
the next irrigation congress, at a time to be 
deaignated by tho executive committee, nob 
exoeeding one year hence, and upon these 
reports tho final and definite declaration of 
tho people of the Western States and terri- 
tories may be basod. By this meana wo 
hope within a roaaonablo time to suggest a 
aatiafaotory irrigation policy to the nation 
ond to tho states and territories, and we 
hereby doolare our purpose to erect it upon 
tho broad foundations of justice ond equal- 
ity and with duo rogard to the rights both 
of labor and capital." 

The congress will mark the culmination 
of years of effort in organizing public Benti- 
meut in favor of plans for tho reclamation 
and settlement of tho arid landa of the Uni- 
ted States. The proceedings of tho con- 
gress, including trips to irrigation worka 
and farma in the diatriot adjacent to Den- 
ver, will occur y the entire week.

WHAT SATOLLI MEANT. 

Dr. JleGlynn Explains What the Papal Dele, 
eate Meant by His Recent Letter. 

A short time since aome fifteen hundred 
persons assembled at Prohibition Park, 
Staten Island, to hear Rev. Dr. McGlynn 
diEcaurse on "A Model Commonwealth." 
Proceding his regular addrcaa he gave by re- 
(luesta prelude upon Mgr. Satolli'a confirma- 
tion of Bishop WatterBon's famous order. 
At a previouB meeting at the park the ques- 
tion was aeked if the importance and seri- 
ousness of the ablegato's utterances ugainst 
the saloonB were not overestimated, and it 
was also asked if a Binglo representative 
Cathnlio could be named who was opposed 
to the Baloon. In introducing Dr. McGlynn 
the utterances of ArchbiBhop Ireland, Bishop 
M'chaud of Vermont, Bishop Mesaner of 
Wisconsin, and BUhop McGolrick of Duluth 
were read, endorsing Mgr. Satolli's position. 

Father McGlynn said there waa dunger in 
magnifying Mgr. Satolli's letter beyond the 
intention of the writer and beyond ita real 
(H'cct. It waa not a decree. Mgr. Satolli 
was not here to mako laws. Mgr. Satolli 
hardly meant and Bishop Wattereon hardly 
meant that it waa a sin to drink intoxi- 
cating liquors or soil them. They have not 
gone bo far aa that. In effect the letter 
m:unt that Catholica should look to it that 
their churches, families and buaineea should 
1>3 bo conduoted as to be no occasion of sin 
or scandal. The letter of the apostolic dele- 
gate had no more force than the order of 
the Bishop of Columbus, but it did not re- 
quire great perception to understand how 
tar reaching would be its effects.

It would have an effect in encour- 
aging the Catholic peoplo to practice and to 
preach temperance. It would eauto saloon- 
keepers to conduct their business with 
greater decorum when they understood they 
might be excluded from the church for en- 
gaging in the traffic.

Thu outlook fur fall and winter silks 
pvniiiiscs utf such goods in tho richest 
lllld most superb qualities — dorcet, 
watchot, brocade and tho heavy olie- 
neys. as well as st riped penu dosoio with 
exquisitely tinted flowers npou the 
Btripes. All these grades ore heavy and 
will bo made Ln such a manner as to 
display tho beauty of the fabric. The 
rheneys have enormous (lowers like full 
blown roses, oonvolvuli and bouquets, 
but all these flowers are in extremely 
delicate tints, though very artistically 
designed, and the ground is never dark, 
but always in some subdued and nou-

tral tint. Gray, very pale blue, mode, 
flax, lilac, mntrve and drab and also one 
or two of tho least pronounced of the 
light browns are tho colors shown in the 
groundwork, which is always in pleas- 
ing contrast to the floral pattern. These, 
silks will have tho skirts entirely plain 
and bu gathered or plaited to tho waist, 
and whatever garniture there may bo 
will be on tho waist and sleeves and 
will consist of laco and headwork or 
full puffs of chiffon. The stylo of mak- 
ing these lovely silks will be quaint and 
follow tho ISliO modes very closely. I 
saw one of tho pattern dresses made 
with a fall plaited skirt — that is, it 
was plaited in to the waist line and fell 
free from these in noblo folds. The 
waist was pointed in front and cut out 
pompadour fashion, and there was a 
stomacher made of shirred chiffon, 
edged by delicato lace, which was gath- 
ered clear around tho neck, making a 
short bertha. The sleeves were puffed 
and ended at the tdbow with a fall of 
lace. 

Tho brocades and other heavy silks 
are suitable only for matrons, and 
young girls should not attempt to wear 
them or moires, but tho pretty strined 
silks are designed more for tho young, 
and such dainty dresses can bo made of 
them that they need not desiro tho heav- 
ier qualities Black silk, faille, ottoman 
and bengalino will be very fashionable 
this fall for street and visiting gowns as 
well as for handsome dinner dresses. 
Somo of the newest designs are nearly 
covered witli a network of jet heads 
wrought into beautiful designs. Some 
others are very plain. Black silk in any 
grade makes a dress suitable for a young 
lady when a lighter trimming is em- 
ployed or a combination with some 
other color is added to give it a more 
youthful appearance. I saw ono very 
neat and pretty gown of black faille, 
with a plain skirt, save for a very nar- 
row quilling of satin ribbon set directly 
upon the edge. Tho waist was slightly 
rounded in front and piped. The lining 
was tight and the silk draped down to 
Hie point. There was no trimming on 
tho waist and no belt. Tho sleeves were 
made of ivory whito china silk and 
wero formed by five loose ruffles, with 
black forearm pieces. On tho shoulders 
were set epaulets made of the black silk- 
double and fastened in two puffs. These 
epaulets wero wired and bent so that 
they set up in a sharp point, and they 
were so very odd in conceit that they 
gave much distinction to the whole cos- 
tume. The collar was a plftill high 
choker, with a small bow and oblong 
jot bnokle at the threat. 

There, is no limit set for tho size of the 
berthas and pelerines. Some of them 
are cnorniuus, and few are really grace- 
ful. 1 think the round Sponccr and 
P'rcnoh waist arc growing in favor, and 
to these are often added polka ruffles 
for a basque finish. Basques are seen, 
too, among tho new models, most of 
them being sprung or fluted in tho back. 
Gathered waists are seen everywhere, 
and the choicest materials are made in 
this manner, and they prove becoming 
for stout and thin alike. 

Among the pretty new accessories 
are deop linen collars, some of them cut 
round, some square like puritans and 
others: with deep points. These all have 
n row of feather stitching and are edged 
with honiton point or a (dose imitation 
nf it. Tho cuffs are sometimes worn at 
the elbow aii d sometimes at tho wrist. 
They are pretty and dainty, however 
worn. They can be washed and should 
bo polished just like a man's shirt. 
There are many variations on this de- 
sign to suit everybody. 

Dainty and graceful are the negligee 
costumes just now, lovelier than 1 have 
ever seen. I saw a morning dress of 
this variety made of (ho palest pink 
muslin. Tho skirt had three rows of 
white trou trou embroidered insertion 
run with very narrow black velvet rib- 
bon. There was a loose sack belted in 
with blnok moire ribbon, with loops and 
ends. Them was a pointed yoko made 
nf tho insertion and finished with a deep 
fall of Russian embroidery. The sleeves 
wero puffed at tho top and had a spiral 
trimming of Insertion and Russian om- 
l roidoryabthe wrist. Tiny bows of vel- 
vet ribbon wero Bet on tho slocvcs, and 



a narrow moiro ribbon was tied at the 
throat. Another elegant morning dress 
was of whito jaconet. There aro threo 
flounces of tho same, each having four 
tucks. Tho waist was hold in with pale 
blue ribbon of heavy ribbed quality. 
Tho upper portion of tho waist was 
tucked, and there Was a deop pelerine 
bertha gathered on, so that it formed 
points in front and on tho shoulders. 
Tho sleeves were bell shaped, held in 
by black velvet bows. Tho turndown 
collar was of tho same embroidery that 
encircled tho bertha and sleeves. A 
coquettish little lace cap with blue rib- 
bons completed (his very pretty fancy. 

Tea jackets are shown again, and t hese 
aro as delicate and lino as they can be 
made. Soft thin silks in very light tints 
aro (ho materials best liked for tho foun- 
dation, and this is generally loaded with 
all the lace and ribbon it will cany. 
Laco and ribbon to women's attiro arc 
like tho flowers to the plant, and they 
soften so many angularities and tone so 
many bad complexions that it is no 
wonder tiny never go out of fashion, 

I happened into a place recently 
where they make a specially of aprons 
for kirmiss and for dressy home wear, 
and I saw some of these frivolous little 
things that were to sell for !?~r> apiece. 
The}' were of sheer linen lawn and sim- 
ply overwhelmed with lace and ribbon 
bows. Some had a whole row of hem- 
stitched tucks done by hand, which is 
very tedious work, and makes them ex- 
pensive. Those havo one row of fine 
laco quilled on tho bottom and a wide 
bow of exceedingly rich ribbon at ono 
side of tho belt. Somo had a few deli- 
cato flowers worked in colored silks, 
and others wero of colored lawns and 
also of light silks, but all covered with 
laco and more laco on top of that. On 
some of the sheer grass lawns there is 
much Spanish drawn needlework. This 
is very expensive, but is always beauti- 
ful. 

Tho undergarments for tho fall trade 
show ono marked departure. Thero are 
no more union garments of corset cover 
and skirt combined in one to tho exclu- 
sion of tho old stylo chemise. Now it is 
all chemises, and corset covers aro not 
hampered with a skirt. Nearly all of 
the chemises aro cut sack s*ylo and or- 
namented more or less elaborately with 
laco and embroidery. Drawers aro of 
two shapes — tho plain square finish ami 
tho gathered knickerbockers. I saw 
some of these made of figured linen and 
striped linen trimmed with lace, but 
tho effect was not pleasing. White is 
tho only proper color for underwear. 
Tho silk petticoats of last season have 
all disappeared, and whito ones have 
taken their places. Possibly with the 
return of cold and sloppy weather there 
will be some silk skirts seen, but just 
now they are decidedly passee. 

This is the season when tho fur deal- 
ers aro busy preparing for tho cold 
weather. I visited a prominent fur house 
with the result that I saw tho garments 
to bo worn nest winter. The short cape, 
with its wonderful collar, is to be just 
as fashionable as it was last season. 
Thero are many capes of seal, beaver 
and ermine shaped exactly like the 
coachman's capes, only theso havo no 
collars at all, but straight chokers. This 
is to permit tho wearing of tho boas, 
which aro to be a feature. Many ladies 
who became tho proud possessors of 
handsome fur capes last winter found 
them not only uncomfortable, but dan- 
gerous, as the shoulders and neck wens 
unduly heated, while tho lower part of 
tho waist seemed to bo entirely unprotect- 
ed. This season tho dealers have made up 
sleeveless waists of black silk or satin 
lined with rabbit or squirrel fur. These 
fit the figure snugly, and the fnr reaches 
only to just above the bust line. They 
are to be on under thu oape outside 
of tho dress and keep the body warm. 
The furry side goes, inside. 

There will be very many garments 
made of shaggy fur and many more bor- 
dered and trimmed with pointed beaver. 
Plucked raccoon makes a beautiful soft 
fur, either drab or slate gray. Some- 
times it is clipped and sold for beaver, 
but it is far softer and more becoming 
in its natural length. Somo of the best 
raccoon furs have tho fleeco or liber an 
inch and a half long. 

Sealskin and sable will be mingled 
in many garments, but only the must 
expensive ones. Somo long armnro and 
bongaline cloaks for the coldest days 
are lined with red fox and bordered 
with mink. These are very handsome. 
Storm collars of different colored furs 
will be added to nearly every garment 
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XKGLIOEE COSTUMES, 
intended fnr the coldest weather, and 
they aro removable. The rich light bro- 
cades will bo made into very long Hub- 
bard shaped opera elenks and lined 
throughout with the whito parts of 
squirrel. Theso pieces being very small, 
this kind of lining is very costly.

British Columbia's Day Will Be a 
Hummer "—The Managers 
So Far Satisfied. 



Some of the More Important Festlvl 
ties -A Oisasrreenieut iu 
the Management. 

TACOMA, Sept. 3 —British Columbia day 
will be on Septomber 22. Thia day the 
Britishers promise to make a hummer. 
Special steamers will be chartered to bring 
the orowd ovor, and Vancouver and Viotoria 
will struggle to seo which can send the 
larger number of people. Speaking for the 
committee of British Columbia people who 
arrived to-day to look over tho fair and 
report on tho advisability of securing oxten- 
Bive accommodations for transporting those 
who wish to see the fair, President Plum- 
met felt, of tho B. C. board of trade, said 
that ho was surprised at the extent and 
attraotiveness of the Iutorstato fair, and 
that tho committee would so report on 
reachirg home. The forest of fUgstaffr, 
witn waving Hags of blue, white and yellow, 
impressed the visitors favorably. He con- 
sidered tho enterprise a gigintio one aud 
one that had been woll carried out. The 
committeo will report in favor of hearty co- 
operation, and it is expected that a large 
excursion will bo formed to reciprocite by 
visiting tho agricultural fair at Victoria. 

Thus far the managers of tho Interstate 
are woll pleased with the attendance. Sea- 
tUcioiliy speaking, tho results far outreach 
those realized at the Midwinter, Within a 
radtui of ten miles from the heart of San 
Franoisco there are said to be 500,000 people, 
and for a long time there was not over 1 per 
oent. of that number in daily attendance at 
tho fair. However, on tho baaia of 70,000 
within a like radius from the centre of Taco- 
ma, there has boen over 4 per cent, repre- 
sented in the da ly attendance at tho Inter- 
state ovor since it opened, without the assist 
unco of any extensively advertised epecial 
dayn. 

Tho biggest d»y in tho near future is to 
bo Soatilo-Tacoma day, September 12 The 
commercial bodies of both cities will be 
l.rgely instrumental in making that day a 
groat auccesa. E istern Washington day 
will be September 22, the same as tho Brit 
iBh Columbia day, as at present planned 
The Klka will own tho fair September 14, 
and the Ancient Order of United Workmen 
will tako possession October The Grand 
Army of tho Republic will have several 
days along in the early part of October, aud 
Mrs. Slaughter Biys tho Woman's congieBS, 
October 29, 30 and 31, will bo the most in- 
teresting event of the whole "shooting 
match." The Ancient Order of Foresters 
will havo a day lato in October, and the 
Idaho people will havo a d»y all to them- 
selves about September 24 Swedish day 
will be Septomber 24. Mrs. Jessie Elliott 
will have charge of the Seattle woman's do- 
p iriment. 

T.re diBairjomont botwoen Foreign Com- 
misdener Si ilea and the management of the 
Interstate fair has resolved itself into some- 
thing like a three cornered fight. On ono 
Bide stand Director General Bucey and As- 
sistant Direotor-General Gorman. On the 
other aido stands Mr. Stiles and between 
them stand the fair trustees, who want to 
get the matter adjusted somehow so that 
ihe success of the fair shall not bo im- 
periled. About ten days ago the trustees 
directed Manager Bucey to put tho Turks 
out of the main building. These Turks, 
two or three in number, had pur- 
chased space of Mr. Stiles. Mr. Bucey 
complied with the orders and tho Turks 
vent. Last week, by reaolution, the 
trustees directed Mr. Bucey to ask for 
Mr. Stiles' resignation. Again ho obeyod 
ordera. Mr. Stiles engaged lawyerB and 
threatened to go into court to seauro an en- 
forcement of his rights. This led to an in- 
vestigation. The trusteea found that the 
fair had never entered into a specific con- 
tract with Mr. Stiles, and that he claimed 
to poasosa certain rights by virtue of letters 
and conversation which passed between 
himself and Manager Bueey. Under theBO 
he BoemB to claim absolute right to certain 
space in the main building and to sub let 
such space to such foreigners aa he chooBe, 
including Turks. 

Mr. Bucey and Mr. Gorman say that Mr. 
Stiles ia simply making a grand bluff 
They deny that, he haB the rights which he 
clain s. Mr. Bucey soys that, ono of his 
letters stated clearly that in securing Buch 
space, Mr. Stiles should not possess any 
" concessionary rights," whatever they may 
be conBtrutd to bo. Messrs. Bueey and 
Gorman claim that Mr. Stileb' "bluff" his 
seared tho trustees. The result is that the 
trusters who but a few daya ago voted 
that Mr. Bucey should peremptorily demand 
Mr. Stiles' resignation, now favor a 
settlement. A committeo of truateos have 
presented a report recommending that Mr. 
Stiles bo allowed to stay providing he would 
sign a contract specifying his powers and 
dutieB, so that all may know just where 
tney stand. Thia report was not acted up- 
on becauao all the trustees wcro not present. 
On learning its purport, both Mr. Buoey 
and Mr. Gorman woro very much dissatis- 
fied, Mr. Gorman threatened to resign at onoe, 
which, all admit, would be detrimental to 
tho fair's interests. 

Later Mr. Gorman consented to continuo 
his services until the proposed agreement 
with Mr. Stiles is submitted. Mr, Gorman 
insists that tho row ovor the Turks ia not 
tho eiiUBo of his dislike for Mr. Stiles ; 
noithor, he says, is it anything personal. Ho 
declares that Mr. Stiles has ii jared tho fair 
by asking bucIi a high prico for space as to 
keep somo of tho host foreign exhibits away ; 
tha'jho has allowed on tho mum floor Borne 
of tho dehors of jawolry, otc , that ho caused 
tho main building of tho MHwintor Fair to 
bo callod a "junk Bhop ;" that ho has 
allowed disreputable poople, some of them 
alleged confidence men, to enter tho 
building on passes issued by his 
rHiuisuinn and thut in other ways 
his aotiona havo boon most dooidedly 



detrimental to the best interests of tho fair. 
Ho cannot Bee where Mr. Stiles has any 
vented rights, and ho thinks his resignation 
should bo insisted on instuntor. Mr. Bucey 
and Mr. Gorman think the trusteea Should 
buck them up in carrying out their older to 
ouat tho Turks and secure Stileb' resigna- 
tion. It ia hinted on this aide that the tuot 
that Mr. Stiles and aoverul of the trustees 
belong to tho samu secret order may have 
something to do with tho trustees' action in 
trying to patch up peaco. Tho latter claim 
they are only trying to put the whole nut- 
ter on u business basis. 



MOB VIOLENCE. 



Seattle the Scene of Most Disgraceful Pro 
ceedlngs— Decency put to Shunio. 

Skatti.k, Sep. 3. — Tho Clonoy & Burns- 
Rogers ring power apont itstlt on Saturday 
in mobism, rioting, almost bloodshed. The 
mayor ordered the man who disgraces the 
offico of chiif of police to ohargo on the citi- 
zinB asaomblod to vote. Tho result will be 
contesting delegations in tho convention and 
tho outlook is that tho republican party's 
convention that meots next Tuesday will 
burst usundor without putting up a ticket. 
Tho ring will probably claim thia morning a 
vlotory. 

BeouuBO the chief executivo officer of tho 
county, armed with tho regular warrants, 
attempted to arrcBt an ex convict and the 
mayor of whitechapel, who wero seated in a 
room in tho Clancy block and under tho 
homo of a crowd of fallen women, unlaw- 
fully acting aa judgea of an election, Chief 
of Police Rogers, hia henchman, Peter 
Burns, and a crowd of blue-coats, in a 
hurly-burly and luwless mob, interfered 
with him and hia deputies, and in conse- 
quence yeBterday'a Republican primariea in 
tho county came near being marked with 
terrible bloodshed, As it waa a pitched 
battle camo off betweon Chief Rogers and 
hia mob on ono aido, armed with revolvers 
and oluba, and Shoriff James H. Woolery 
and his deputies on tho other. Chief Rog- 
ers, whito und quaking with feur, yet urged 
on by the presence of hia backers, Har- 
rison's minister to Bolivia, Mr. Frod Grant, 
and Mayor Byron Phelpa, whipped from Iii'b 
side a big revolver and assisted tho bluc- 
ooats and lawless mob, consisting of Peter 
Burns, Fraek Clancy and Curley Munroo, 
otal. , in battling with the alien!!' und hia 
deputies, until tho luttor woro prevented 
{rom further enforcing tho law by a remark- 
able act of Superior Jndge Richard Oaborn'i-. 
> Bofore tho battlo ended, however, SlieritI 
Woolery had jailed two judges for whom ho 
had warrants, and Chief Rogers and fivo of 
his men wero placod under arrest for violat- 
ing tho primary election law. Two new 
judges succeeded the arrested ones, but 
were later unseated by armed policemon, 
and the two old judgea, tho ex-convict und 
tho ex-in»yor of whitechapel, wore reatorod. 
How many unlawful votes wero cast will 
probibly never bo known. The First ward, 
tho homo of the Clancys aud tho Burns, 
around whom center tho criminal and law- 
leBa element of the Mty, was tho Bcone of the 
disgraceful affAir. 

GENERAL. N. P. BANKS. 

Death of a Brave War Veteran, Formerly 
Governor or Massachusetts. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 3,— Governor Green- 
halge, through Adjutant General Dalton, on 
Saturday issued an order announcing the 
death of Major-General Nathaniel Prentiss 
Hanks, lato U. S. volunteers, and formerly 
Govornor of this commonwealth, which oc- 
curred at hia homo in Waltham, Mass., at 
8 o'clock in tho morning. Major-General 
Banks has long been identified with the 
government of the commonwealth and of the 
nation, and filled many positions with 
honor. Nathaniel Prentiss Banks was born 
in Waltham, Maaa., January 30, 1816. After 
receiving a common Bchool education he 
worked in a factory, of which his father 
was "uperintendent, and learned the trade 
of a machinist. He became oditor of a local 
paper, studied law, waa admitted to the bar 
and in 1849 waa aeloated to rcpreeent hia 
native town in tho legi?luturo of MesBa- 
chutts. He wao elected Speaker of the 
house in 1851 and re-elected in 1 Si)2. In 
185.'! ho was elected to congress ub a coali- 
tion Democrat. Liter ho allied himaolf 
with tho " know nothing " party and waa 
ro olocted to enngrcaa on that ticket. Whon 
tho know nothings went out of existence 
General Banks was again eleoted to congrosB 
ub a Republican, where ho served until 1857, 
when ho waa olected governor of Massachu- 
setts. He was ro-elected in 1858 and in 
1859 When tho civil war broke out ho waB 
commissioned a mojir-general of volunteers 
and assigned to the Fifth corps in the Army 
of tho Potomac. His first activo service was 
on tho Upper Potomac and in the Shenan- 
doah valley, and ho took part in tho battle 
of Cedar mountain. Afterwards ho par- 
ticipated in Siegel'a campaign, and sub- 
aic|uenlly was placed in command of 
tho defenses of Washington, and 
shortly afterwards lod tho expedition 
hy sea to Now Orleans, and on reaching that 
city ho succ3oded General B. F. Butler in 
command of that dopartmont. He en- 
deavored to reorganize tho civil govern- 
ment of Louisiana, but it was a failure. He 
wae rolievod of hia cdtnmaud in 1801, ro- 
aignod his commission und returned to MaB- 
BichuBotts und was olected to congress from 
hia old district. Ho was ro-olected to suc- 
cessive congresses until 1877, failing only in 
1877, when ho was activo in behalf of Hor- 
sco Greeley, tho Liboral Damooratio candi- 
date for President, Ho served for a long 
timo as chairman of tho committeo on for- 
oign relations. Sinco his rotiromont from 
congress ho had boon Unitdd Statoa marshal 
for Massachusetts.
